THE HOME-RULE BILL. 


HARTINGTON’S ADDRESS TO HIS 
CONSTITUENTS AT ROSSENDALE. 


Cablegram 

LONDON, April 27.—Hartington’s appearance 
before his constituents at Rosendale, yester- 
day, to justify his action against Gladstone, 
was a striking success. At a private meeting 
of the Liberal council, in the morning, Hart- 
ington’s supporters failed to get accepted a 
resolation they had prepared for the 
evening meeting. After much dis- 
cussion a non-committal one was 
adopted, simply thanking Hartington for his 
address and expressing the hope that any leg- 
islation would be for the peace and prosper- 
ity of Ireland. At the evening meeting the 
names of Trevelyan and Chamberlain, says 
the Times, were received ‘‘with marked dis- 
approbation. Hartington himself was greeted 
with some  ocheering.’’ his address 
was subjected to much _ interruption. 
Letters were first read from Lord 
Derby and John Bright. The former 
wrote ‘‘I wish Ireland could be governed in 
accordance with Liberal ideas, but of these 
Liberal ideas, neither the Catholic priests nor 
the American agitators, can be considered 
suitable representatives. Oatholic priests and

of the Irish. Lord Hartington and those who 
think with him are accused of causing a split 
in the Liberal party, our answer is simply that 
the disruption is notour work.

Those 
who protest against the change are treated 
as seceders, because they are not at a mo- 
ment’s notice prepared to reverse the policy 
of a lifetime.’’

THE DISARMING OF GREECE. 

Loxrpowr, April 27.—The news from Greece is 
conflicting. One dispatch states that France 
did all in her power to seoure a favorabie set- 
tlement for Greece by individual mediation, 
but failed. It is also said that France 
did not sign the ultimatum in which 
the other powers joined, ordering Greece to 
disarm ; that she has not yetsigned it, and that 
if she does sign it, that fact will be communi- 
cated to Greece in a separate note. Greece, it 
is averred, is arranging to seek from the Pow- 
ers certain concessions in return for disarm- 
ing. Other dispatches say that Greece dis- 
armed before receiving the ultimatum, which 
ordered the disarming to take place within 
eight days, and that when Premier Delyannis 
received the ultimatum, he de- 
claread that it was then objectiess, as 


the orders for disarming had already been 
wen. A Vienna dispatch says that it is un- 

erstood that France intends to propose a 
conference for the purpose of making conces- 
sions to Greece. 

A telegram from Athens states that the com- 
bined fleet will probably return to the Piraius 
to-day to embark the foreign Mihisters. 

Italy desired the ultimatum to order Greece 
to d within forty-eight hours, but this 
was rejected by the other powers as too per- 
emptory.

SHORTER HOURS. 


A Great Labor Movement for Shorter Hours 
in New York City. 

NEw YORK, April 27.—The Herald this morn- 
ing says: There is ageneral feeling among 
manufacturers in this city thata great strike 
will take place in New York about May 1, and 
that over 100,000 men will be thrown outof 
work. At present all branches of the piano- 
making trade and the furniture-making trade, 
including upholsterers, wood-carvers, pol- 
ishers, etc., have made a demand for shorter 
hours. What the result will be remains to be 
seen. As yet the question of wages has not 
been settled, and the men have not decided 
whether with a reduction of hours will come 
a reduction of wages or not. 

The Central Labor Union has called a mass- 
meeting for next Saturday night, which is 
styled ‘‘a short hour demonstration.’’ It is 
not called an eight-hour demonstration, as 
many trades, including all branches of the 
building trades, are satisfied with the nine- 
hour rule. The Association of United Iron 
Workers, including all branches, have made 
a demand for nine ours, and bakers are de- 
manding ten and twelvs hours. The trades 
unions do not think there will be a great 
strike, but one may come and extend all over 
the country, as similar demands have been 
made in other cities. 

The feeling among manufacturers is that 
they cannot comply with the uests of the 
unions, and the matter may end in a compro- 
mise. In nearly all branches, except build- 
ing, this is the dull season of the year, and 
the manufacturers, at leastso some of them 
say, have been hard at work, getting a full 
supply of stock on hand in anticipation of 
trouble on May 1. On Saturday next, May 1, 
the United Piano Makers’ Union will make 
a demand for eight hours for a day’s work, 
no ovérwork and the abolition of the contract 
system. The piano makersin this city, with 
very few exceptions, are all anion men. 
They number 2,500, and 2,400 of them are in fa- 
vor of theabove demand. The other 100 will, 
of course, have to go with the vast majority. 
There are some fifty odd firms in the business, 
who have factories in this city, and they are 
run by members of the United Piano Makers’ 
Union. In some quarters, it is expected that 
that manufacturers will refuse the demand, 
and shut down their factories for three months 
ormore. The manufacturers just at present, 
have not agreed as to what course 14 * 
In this city they have no organiflatſon, but 
the present condition of aff may lead to 
one being formed. A plano manufacturer 
said, yesterday, The men are very foolish 
to make a demand at this season of the year, 
for now business is slack. It they had waited 
until September 1, whet trade commences to 
pick up, it would not have been so bad. From 
present indications, I think this will be a 
very bare summer for the piano makers.’’ 
Ite understood that the demand will éxtend 
all over the country, and thousands of men 
will be turned out of work.

THE BUILDING INTEREST. 


Chicago’s Interests Seriously Affected by the 
Eight-Hour Movement, 

CHICAGO, April 27.—The effect of the eight- 
hour movement upon the brick and stone 
corp, it is said, will show itself more plainly 
than in any other class of building material. 
Last year the stone yards of the city turned 
out buildmg stone of a value of more than 
$3,000,000. Atthe same time, the brick yards 
in and around Chicago manufactured nearly

There is no excuse for lynch law any- 
where in Missouri, and certainly not in 
such a large city as Springfield. But it 
must be evident to all that there is provo- 


tion of our criminal law. It the prisoner 
does not evade a trial and leave only a 


easily public justice may be mocked—if 
all the merciful presumptions and proteo- 
tions which the law throws around him, 
and the ‘‘reasonable doubt’’ of a single 
juryman out of twelve do not prevent 
a conviction—it is notorious that a 
unanimous verdict of guilty is only the 
beginning of a series of appeals 
and new trials, protracted until witnesses 
die, the prosecution fades away and jus- 
tice miscarries, wherever the acoused and 
his friends have the means to carry on a 
prolonged fight for his life. For many 
years past the Four Courts prison in this 
city has been full of living monuments of 
the weakness and inconclusiveness of our 
criminal jurisprudence. The evidence 
against GranaM that he had been guilty 
of both bigamy and wife-murder was so 
conclusive that human nature could not 
brook the idea of his escape. His own pub- 
lished letters and confessions have fis- 
pelled all doubts, and the lynchers 
who hung him Monday night had 
probably organized to await the verdict of 
a jury and to see it executed in spite of 
appeals and new trials. His application 
for release on bail merely precipitated 
what would have followed an application 
fora new trial after a verdict of guilty. 
Such results may be expected in all such 
cases until our laws are so reformed as to 
give assurance that murderers can no 
longer laugh ata unanimous verdict of 
guilty rendered by twelve jurymen. Itis 
so difficult to get such a verdict, even in 
clear and shocking cases, that public for- 
bearance cannot be expected to go beyond 
that limit. f

Charles Ohlendort lately of Chicago was locked 
up at the Four Courts yesterday pending an in- 
vestigation of the death of Arnoid Tagali, on 
whose life de had $6,000 insurance. Taggli, 
who was a youth about 18 years of age and 
could speak very little English, was 
met by Ohlendorf in this city on 
April 16 and after the two had 


been together several days Ohlendorf suc- 
ceeded in induc him to take out two ingur- 
ance policies on his life for $3,000 each. The

nsurance Company and the Traveller’s Acci- 
dent Insurance Company. Both policies were 
made payable to Ohlendorf. Yesterday. Ohien- 
dort reappeared at the office of the 
American Accident Insurance Company under 
the Planters’ House, and related a sorrowful 
tale of the death of Taggli which he said had 
occurred in Scott County, Missouri. He said 
he could furnish the coroner’s certificate, and 
when he did he would like to 
have the amount of his 1 on 
Tagagli’s life. The s icions of Mr. Manget 
were aroused, and while he detained Ohlen- 
dort in his office sent for a detective. Ohlen- 
dort was arrested. He states that T le was 
drowned in the Mississippi near Gran wer. 
The two had gone to sleep on a flatboat, and 
the water rose during the — and Taggli 
was carried off and drowned.

Judge Dillon’s Construction of Mr. Chouteau’s

Judge Dillon to-day rendered a decision in 
the suit of the executrix of Thos. Allen against 
Chas. F. Chouteau, over. ruling the demurrer 
to the amended petition. Mr. Chouteau, dur - 
ing the lifetime of Thos. Allen, was a holder 
of bonds of the Oatro & Fulton Rail- 
road secured by deeds of trust on land 
in Scott and Stoddard Oounties. Mr. Chou- 
teau commenced foreclosure proceedings and 
took his case to the Supreme Court. Pending 
this litigation a letter was written to Mr. 
Allen by Mr. Chouteau to the effect that in the 
event of the suit to secure title to the lands 
being successful he would agree to re- 


pay to Mr. Allen the sums of money 
which he (Mr. Allen) might pay out for taxes 
onthe land. The executrix of the Allen es- 
tate and the executors subsequently brou gal cal 35

FROM JAIL AND LYNCHED.

A Masked and Armed Mob Overpowers the 
Sheriff and His Guard-The Murderer 
Dragged from the Jail to a Tree and 
Hanged—Graham’s 8 Coolness—Verdict of the 


Coroner’s Jury—The Murderer’s Last Letter. 


SPRINGFIELD, April 27.—A mob of 150 masked 
and heavily armed men rode up tothe jail 
about 1:30 o’clock this morning and knocked 
at the Sheriff’s residence for admission. The 
door was opened by the Sheriff and they de- 
manded George E. Graham, the wife-mur- 
derer, and held Sheriff Donnell and the night- 
guard, R. W. Douglas by the wrists 
and hands while several men searched for the 
keys. They held the Sheriff's wife until the 
keys were found, and then proceeded to the 
jail where they placed a rope around Gra- 
ham’s neck and dragged him out to a 
wagon. The order to move was 
then given and the mob took Graham to 
agrove near the woollen miils and halted 
under a tree. 

Graham was asked if he had anything to say, 
and he told the mob that Mrs. Emma Molloy 
and Cora Lee were not implicated in the 
crime. Some person offered up 
a prayer, and Graham was then 
hauledup. The mob lingered around afew 
minutes until life was extinctand then rap- 
idly dispersed in all directions. The follow- 
ing notice was pinned to the body:

THE SALE A FARCE, WHICH WAS FORCED 
ON THE COMPANY. 


Delays of the Case in Co 
Remain in Charge as Long as the Court Al- 
lows—Gould Wants to Do a Charity Act and 
Gobble the Road. 


There is an erroneous impression prevalent 
that the sale of the Wabash will effect the 
speedy reorganization of the company, and 
that in a few weeks the system will 
be taken out of the hands of the 
receivers. It ig well known to those ac- 
quainted with the case of the Wabash 
m the United States Circuit Court 
that really the sale was forced by 


the disposition of Judges Brewer and Treat to 
clear out the receiverships on the docket of 
thatcourt as speedily as possible. The re- 
flections cast upon Federal courts in 
Various districts im the country where 
there has seemed to be a disposition to retard 
legislation in favor of such capi- 
talists as controlled the Wabash, 
has of late spurred the Judges on the 
Western benches to make speédier settlements 
of litigations. A receiver is appointed under 
foreclosure proceedings brought by the 
bondholders representative for failure to 


comply with theterms of the mortgage pro- 
tecting the bond. The ultimate object is the 
forfeiture of the prope for the 
bondholders’ benefit, an the re- 
eiver has charge pending the set- 
tlement. Theoretically the time between the 
beginning ofthe suit and the sale with the 
final yr of the prone from the 
custody of the court only 80 long as 
is necess to et into court all 
apd arties in interest.
